bond issue, on the ballot. The 
date set was Feb. 29. 


An attentive audience com- 


posed of parents, students, 
teachers and volunteer workers 
for the recent election filled the 
district office. Members asked 
seriously why the election had 
failed and what could be done. 
All seemed to agree that the 
bond issue had affected the 
voting adversely. 


The problem 
facing 
the 


trustees — and parents of school 
children — was how can the high 
school operate with a $500,000 
loss in its budget and the 
elementary district with a loss 
of $150,000?

Whatever the case, if he did 
something bad enough to be 
locked up for two years, he must 
not be a very nice person. In 
comparison, 
your 
father 
probably risks his life at times 
when it is his duty to arrest 
people who break the law. It 
seems to me you need to get 
your thinking straightened out. 
If it came to a choice between 
your father and a law breaker 
like Bobby, your father should 
be your choice.

Apparently you were very 
young when you were adopted 
since you do not remember any 
other parents. If you have had 


parental love, care and a good 
home all these years you are 
lucky. 
You 
see, 
your 
real 
parents either could not or 
would not keep you. 


Most 
doctors 
and psy­ 
chiatrists 
recommend 
telling 
a child he, or she, has been 
adopted as soon as the child is 
old enough to understand. But,- 
your parents may have had a 
good reason for not telling you. 
At any rate, do not let your 
discovery make you think any 
less of Mom and Dad. 


Of course, you should not have 
been snooping in your parents’ 
personal things. But now, you 
will have to decide for your­ 
selves whether or not you want 
to tell them you know you are 
adopted. Just don’t do anything 
to hurt them. They must have 
wanted you very much to take 
on the expense and respon­ 
sibility of bringing up two 
children. That is a very im­ 
portant decision to make and, in 
my opinion, a very fine thing to 
do.

dividuals. 
The Individual $1 Permit will 
no longer be issued to residents 
in areas 
where commercial 
trees are available on a retail 
basis. Conversely, $1 individual 
Christmas tree permits will be 
sold to persons who live where 
there are no commercial retail 
sales available for them. 
Qualified 
applicants 
may 
apply for permits at Ranger 
Stations and upon obtaining one 
may cut a tree in designated 
areas. 
The new policy has been 
developed to avoid competition 
with commercial operators, to 
eliminate over cutting.

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Old Bulldog Takes A Bite 
Governor Tells Why 


It Will Take More Than Clucking 
Black students shouting “racist, racist,” forced Nobel Prize 
winning physicist William Shockley from a speaker’s platform at 
Sacramento State College Monday night, repeating a type of in­ 
cident that has become increasingly familiar in recent years and is 
evidence of an attitude which poses the biggest threat to 
representative government there is today. It is something that we 
must do more than cluck with dismay about if we are to remain a 
free people. 


Today those carrying out the disruptive tactics may hold ideas 
we agree with and may be protesting ideas we disagree with. But if 
we tolerate what amounts to mob rule when we agree with the 
mob’s sentiments, can we forestall it when we disagree? And if we 
say “Of course it’s not right to prevent free discussion by force,” 
but do nothing to assure the opportunity for free discussion, then we 
are really acquiescing. 


In the Sacramento State College incident Monday night, the 
controversy was academic in nature. There was no urgency about 
it that could warrant precipitate action. Shockley is a physics 
professor at Stanford University. Back in 1968, he made a 
statement that available data indicated to him that the average of 
blacks’ genetical intelligence is lower than that of whites. That 
statement is open to various interpretations, and one of which 
might be correct or incorrect. At any rate, it seems very unlikely 
that if all the blacks in the world and all the whites in the world 
could be subjected to the same tests that they would average out 
the same in all respects. It certainly is nothing for anyone to get 
excited about. Not by the remotest possibility could it reflect upon 
the ability of any particular person or group of persons. We don’t, 
for instance, elect the President of the United States on the average 
intelligence of the nation from which his ancestors emigrated. 
Certainly the professor’s ideas about what the statistics on 
intelligence mean pose no threat to equal rights for blacks. They 
pose no threats to blacks at all. There was no reason at all for the 
black students to bar his talking except that they did not accept the 
principles of academic freedom and freedom of speech and 
discussion. They, like the Communists and other revolutionary 
groups around the world, make the arrogant assumption that when 
they have decided what is right and what is wrong, Truth has been 
found and anything that stands in its way is to be smashed. 
That is the danger of Communism. Communism as an 
economic theory doesn’t pose the big danger. It is the Marx- 
inspired conviction that power must be seized by force from a 
heartless and unrelenting enemy that poses the danger. It is not 
loss of either our economic or political system that is the big threat 
to us. It is loss of our opportunity to decide at any time in an orderly 
way what those systems will be.

WASHINGTON — The old FBI 
bulldog, J. Edgar Hoover, has 
taken another bite out of us. He 
spoke at the Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts where 
former FBI agents gathered 
amid the marble and majesty 
for an evening of culture. 
In his familiar growl, Hoover 
rumbled: “(One) of my more 
virulent critics — his name 
escapes me for the moment — 
has apparently fallen off his 
merry-go-round once too often. 
“Last spring, he spent con­ 
siderable time sifting through 
my garbage. . . My only reason 
for mentioning it is that I un­ 
derstand he is becoming in­ 
creasingly confused between the 
trash he examines and the trash 
he writes. . . 
“The publication of drivel,” 
he added, “while admittedly a 
right, is not the best way of 
discharging 
the 
precious 
responsibilities of a free press.. 
. Criticism, to be valid, must be 
based on knowledge and a desire 
to correct deficiencies.” 
We have been trying to correct 
a few deficiencies at the FBI for 
some time, and we have done 
our best to obtain the necessary 
knowledge. 
But 
Hoover, 
unhappily, won’t let anyone at 
the FBI discuss its deficiencies. 
The old curmudgeon also 
tolerates absolutely no criticism 
of himself. Indeed, he takes 
extreme measures to keep this 
kind of knowledge from the 
public. 
FBI SECRECY 
We learned, for example, that 
Hoover has collected more than 
$250,000 in royalties from three 


books researched and ghost­ 
written for him by FBI per­ 
sonnel on government -time. He 
refused to discuss this with us. 
The FBI’s publicity people, who 
love to tell about FBI heroics, 
also suddenly developed lock­ 
jaw.We 
asked 
the 
Justice 
Department, which is supposed 
to have jurisdiction over the 
FBI, how the royalties were 
divided. We even threatened to 
file a lawsuit under the Freedom 
of Information Act to get the 
facts. 
Unable to get an official 
response from anyone, we 
published all we knew about the 
$250,000 Hoover had collected 
for other people’s work. Most of 
the money, we reported, had 
been earned by Hoover’s best 
seller, “Masters of Deceit.” We 
also learned that Warner 
Brothers had paid Hoover some 
$50,000 for the movie rights to 
the bode. 
Subsequently, the FBI leaked 
a report to National Review 
publisher William Rusher that 
Hoover had split his Masters of 
Deceit royalties five ways: One- 
fifth to Hoover, one-fifth to the 
FBI recreational fund and three- 
fifths to the FBI employes who 
did the work. 
FINANCIAL BREAKDOWN 
We have tried for weeks to 
get the exact breakdown. We 
have now learned that Hoover, 
indeed, pocketed one-fifth of the 
royalties. Another fifth went to 
his lifelong companion, Clyde 
Tolson, who did no work on the 
book at all. Another fifth went to 
Lou Nichols, a former FBI 
factotum, who helped to arrange 
for the publication. The FBI 


recreational fund also got a 
fifth. The final portion went to a 
middleman, whose name we 
have been given but have been 
unable to verify. 
By taking money for work 
done by FBI personnel on 
government time, Hoover has 
committed an offense that would 
bring an FBI investigation of 
any other government official. 
As Hoover himself put it in his 
speech at the Kennedy Center: 
“No man has the inherent right 
to place himself above and 
beyond the law.” 
Footnote: The last time 
Hoover ripped into us, we of­ 
fered to back up our stories 
before 
an 
appropriate 
congressional committee. We 
invited him to tell his side, and 
we would lay out the evidence 
supporting our stories. The 
loser, we suggested, should 
agree in advance to retire. The 
logical committee to hold these 
hearings would be the House 
Freedom of Information Sub­ 
committee. Chairman William 
Moorhead, D-Pa., has offered to 
go ahead with them provided 
that Hoover will join us an 
requesting hearings. It’s now up 
to the FBI chief. 
NEW HORIZONS 
The federal official in charge 
of regulating land sales has 
wangled a job with one of the big 
land developers he was sup­ 
posed to regulate. 
He is Alfred Lehtonen, a 41- 
year-old attorney who headed 
the Office of Interstate Land 
Sales Registration. This was 
established in 1969 to prevent 
land companies from horn- 
swoggling their customers. 


Lehtonen is now signed on 
with Horizon Corporation, an 
enterprising firm which ran up 
its land sales from $36 million to 
$58 million while he was in 
charge of regulation. 
Before Lehtonen resigned as 
land sales administrator, he 
flew to Horizon’s headquarters 
in Tucson as the company’s 
guest to discuss the job offer. He 
accepted a vice presidency with 
the company and resigned from 
the government at about the 
same time. 
Lehtonen’s colleagues at the 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment Department were taken by 
such surprise that their 
magazine Challenge featured an 
article lauding Lehtonen’s 
regulatory work even as he 
informed them of his plans to 
join the regulated. 
HUD directives say that an 
employe “must remove himself 
from any matter in which a 
business. . . with which he is 
connected or seeking em­ 
ployment has a financial in­ 
terest.” The regulations also 
declare that an employe must 
not “solicit, negotiate or 
arrange for private em­ 
ployment” while “acting on 
behalf of HUD in a matter in 
which your prospective em­ 
ployer has a financial interest.” 
Lehtonen told us he had an­ 
nounced his resignation from 
the government before he for­ 
mally joined Horizon, thereby 
complying 
with 
HUD 
regulations. From Tucson, his 
new boss, Horizon vice president 
Russell Wilde, commented: 
“You have a very normal case 
of a capable executive being 
seduced out of government.”

Environment Answers Still Not Clear 


Two articles appearing in the 
California Feature Service, 
clipsheet

newspapers, attack today’s 
pressures 
for 
curbs 
on 
pesticides and other steps un­ 
dertaken with the idea of 
protecting the environment. 
Both articles present per­ 
suasive arguments, but the one 
by Clem Whitaker Jr., which 
follows, leaves us with the 
uneasy feeling that though he 
shows clearly the danger of 
blindly banning chemical 
assistants to agriculture, he 
doesn’t present convincing 
assurance we’ll be better off if 
we ignore them. The answers 
are unclear.

A simple way to destroy the 
world is to starve the people who 
roam its surface. 
Reduced to simplest terms, 
starvation would be in store for 
hundreds of millions of people if 
it were not for increased 
agricultural yields in the United 
States and around the globe. 
A big emotional hangup with 
some people is the use of 
pesticides. A pollution initiative 
is qualified for next June’s 
California ballot, which among 
other things, would ban the use 
of so-called hard pesticides. The 
predictable result of this shallow 
thinking process which has 
caught up many totally fine 
people was well summarized 
recently by Dr. Norman E. 
Borlaug, a U. S. agronomist who 
is director of an international 
wheat-research and production 
program in Mexico City. 
Dr. Borlaug won the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1970 for his work 
in development of high-yielding 
wheat strains. His recent 
testimony in Washington, D. C. 
before the Environmental 


Business Mirror 


Protection Agency, sets the 
issues with startling clarity. 
Among Dr. Borlar.g’s com­ 
ments are the following: 
“Environmentalists today 
seek a simple solution to very 
complex 
problems. 
The 
pollution of the environment is 
the result of every human ac­ 
tivity as well as the whims of 
nature. It is a tragic error to 
believe 
that 
agricultural 
chemicals are a prime factor in 
the deterioration of our en­ 
vironment. 
“DDT, because it is a name 
popularly known to most 
segments of the public, has been 
the first target. Once that is 
accomplished, the so-called 
ecologists will 
work 
on 
hydrocarbons, then organo- 
phosphates, carbamates, weed 
killers and, perhaps, even 
fertilizers will come under the 
assault of their barrage of 
misinformation. 
“If this happens — and I 
predict it will if most DDT uses 
are canceled — I have wasted 
my life’s work. I have dedicated 
myself to finding better methods 
of feeding the world’s starving 
populations. Without DDT and 
other important agricultural 
chemicals, our goals are simply 
unattainable — and starvation 
and world chaos will result.” 
“Science without common 
sense is worthless and en­ 
vironmentalists are not using 
common sense. . . ” 
“The 
argument 
that 
pesticides are upsetting the 
balance of nature is utter 
nonsense.” 
“. . . environmentalists’ . . . 
views have been so shortsighted 
that they haven’t bothered to 
examine some key facts: 
"1. To produce food for our­ 
selves and other nations, we 
required 290 million acres of 


farmland last year. 
“2. To get the same yield while 
relying on the technology we 
used 30 years ago — when most 
of today’s pesticides and fer­ 
tilizers were non-existent — we 
would have required nearly 600 
million acres, or twice the 
amount used last year. 
“3. This would have resulted 
in a huge loss of forest and grass 
lands which not only would have 


further crowded some animal 
species into extinction but would 
have caused other problems as 
well.“4. Pesticides, therefore, have 
actually helped prevent the 
development 
that 
en­ 
vironmentalists fear m ost- 
diminishing species of wildlife.” 
“Let’s get our priorities in 
perspective.”

Good, But Not All Good 


Surcharge Pressure

There’s a motion picture 
making the rounds of California 
theatres at the moment which if 
given perspective should give 
pause to those conservationists 
who consider themselves in­ 
tellectually honest in their 
concern for the environment. 
The film titled “Bless the 
Beasts and the Children,” about 
modern day buffalo shooting — 
shooting not hunting — was 
made by Hollywood luminary 
Stanley Kramer. Kramer, one 
noted western outdoor writer 
commented recently, has ex­ 
cellent credentials for motion 
picture production but “in the 
field of wildlife production, 
protection and conservation he 
has demonstrated amazing 
ignorance.” 
This, to make a long story 
short, because Kramer, in 
plugging his film, has launched 
an anti-hunting tirade before 
national audiences on the late 
evening TV talk shows, and like 
so many other propagandists 
just doesn’t have his facts 
straight. 
The point here isn’t to join the 
debate with Kramer because no 
doubt he’ll find a new crusade as 
soon as he produces a new film, 
but rather to suggest that en­ 
vironmentalists take note of a 
wedge being driven between the 
hunting fraternity and their 
nonhunting fellow campaigners 
in the conservation effort. 
A documented warning of this 
divisive tactic was voiced 
recently by Dr. Joe Linduska, a 


nationally recognized wildlife 
management authority now 
serving as associate director of 
the U. S. Bureau of Sports 
Fisheries and Wildlife. 
Nothing the nation’s binge of 
environmental 
awareness, 
Linduska called it a good move, 
long overdue — but not all good. 
“One very apparent symptom 
of our environmental spree is 
that people are overreacting,” 
he said. 
“ For example, a total 
protectionist 
element 
is 
emerging . . . and this strong 
antipathy to killing in any form 
has become pervasive. Sport 
hunting, fur harvests and other 
sound use of replaceable 
resources are identified with 
exploitation and depletion. And 
this they project to mean en­ 
vironmental impoverishment.” 
Linduska 
cited 
modern 
wildlife 
m a n a g e m e n t 
techniques, the use of sport­ 
smen’s dollars to manage non­ 
game species of wildlife and a 
host of other elements of what he 
called “ total environmental 
management.” 
Environmental protection is a 
noble and deadly serious cause: 
it’s one deserving of sincere 
dedication. But let’s be realistic. 
The sportsman —perhaps above 
all others — has long embraced 
this ethic. 
“Let not “protection’ and 
‘conservation’ have meanings 
which collide. The concept of 
total 
environment 
ac­ 
commodates both views — if 
each is understood.” 


He said he vetoed the measure 
by Assemblywoman March 
Fong, D-Oakland, “because it 
was unneeded” and because it 
would have removed the present

Reagan said “there is too 
much of a tendency today of 
government to put itself bet­ 
ween the parent and the child” 
and that “it is going to be no 
strain on the schools” to notify 
parents.

Pressure appears to be 
growing here and abroad for 
removal of the 10 per cent 
surcharge on goods imported 
into the United States, and so it 
is unlikely that a decision can be 
postponed far into 1972. 
The Council for Economic 
Development, 
whose 
mem­ 
bership includes many top 
executives and educators, is the 
latest to add its opinion, 
recommending that the sur­ 
charge be lifted “without undue 
delay.” 
There are problems, though, 
as there are with almost all 
aspects of the new economic 
plan. Some were anticipated, 
but it seems likely that the 
lowness of currency realign­ 
ments is somewhat of a 
disappointment. 
The surcharge was meant to 
give the United States strength 
in forcing a realignment of 
exchange rates in its favor. If 
nations wanted the surcharge 
removed, they should permit 


rates to change. 
The change sought by the 
United States was an upward 
valuation, a revaluation, of the 
currency values of its trading 
partners. This move, although 
seemingly a paradox, would 
enlarge the relative power of the 
dollar. 
Here is the record since Aug. 
13 of changes in exchange rates 
among major currencies: 
United States, down 3 per 
cent, Canada, down 0.2, Japan, 
up 7.5, Australia, down 0.3, 
United Kingdom, up 1.1, Swit­ 
zerland, down 0.2, Germany, 
down 0.8, France, down 2.8, 
Italy, down 0.4, Belgium, up 5.1, 
Norway, up 0.8. 
Despite its problems, the U.S. 
economy is still the strongest, 
and almost every other nation 
depends on it to one degree or 
another. It must be with mixed 
feelings, therefore, that they 
challenge the U.S. effort to force 
a big change in relative 
currency values. 
That, however, is the course 
some of them seem to be taking.

Can -poor posture during 
childhood cause a condition 
which has been diagnosed as 
“scoliosis”?

Dear Mrs. S.: 
Scoliosis simply means a cur­ 
vature of the spinal column. 
Poor posture is not respon­ 
sible for scoliosis. More likely 
the cause was a birth defect 
that later produced poor 
posture. 
An associated condition 
called “kyphosis,” or a ten­ 
dency toward rounded should­ 
ers, may be caused by poor 
posture. 
“Lordosis,” or sway-back, is 
another anatomical variation 
from the normally straight 
spinal column. 
All these conditions vary in 
degree and severity. They call 
for extensive X-ray and clinical 
examination by an orthopedist, 
or bone specialist, to reach a 
decision about proper treat­ 
ment. 
Corrective exercises, casts, 
and surgery as well as the ideal 
time for any of these treat­ 
ments depend, of course, on the 
exact diagnosis and the judg­ 
ment of the surgeon.

I have recently been dis­ 
charged from the hospital after 
septicemia. 
I was in perfect health when 
it happened. Now I worry if it 
could happen again.

Dear Mrs. H.: 
Septicemia is the technical 
term for blood poisoning. When 
bacteria or their poisonous 
products enter into the blood­ 
stream they multiply and cir- 
ulate throughout the body. 
High fever and chills are the 
predominant signs. 
Septicemia once was regard­ 
ed as a highly dangerous con­ 
dition. 
Since the discovery of anti­ 
biotics, the extreme danger ás- 


sociated with it has been 
diminished. 
The exact bacteria respon­ 
sible for blood poisoning are 
cultured from the bloodstream, 
and then are bombarded by 
massive doses of a specific an­ 
tibiotic known to be destruc­ 
tive to them. 
The fact that you once have 
had septicemia does not mean 
that you have an unusual sus­ 
ceptibility to it. 
People are urged to respect 
all open cuts and abrasions to 
prevent the possibility of germs 
entering the bloodstream. 
All breaks in the skin should 
be thoroughly cleaned with 
soap and water, followed with 
a mild antiseptic, and kept 
covered.

Dear Miss S.: 
Amphetamines are classed 
as dangerous drugs. 
Many people, stimulated by 
their effects, grow dependent 
on and even addicted, to them. 
Unfortunately, addiitive peo­ 
ple usually ultimately increase 
the amount necessary for the 
Sense of well-being. 
I emphasize that it is a dan­ 
gerous drug and you should 
stop taking it unless specifically 
ordered by your doctor.

Nebraska, Oklahoma Clash 
Big One Tomorrow

NORMAN, Okla. (AP) — Can 
the nation’s No. 1 college foot­ 
ball defense stop the No. l of­ 
fense? 
This appeared to be the big 
question today as top-ranked 
Nebraska and 
second-ranked 
Oklahoma 
wound 
up 
preparations for Thursday’s 
nationally televised game of the 
year. The kickoff is set for 2:50 
p.m. EST. 
Nebraska has yielded only 171 
yards a gam e. Oklahoma’s 
blistering wishbone offense has 
averaged 563 yards a game. 
To the question, quarterback 
Jack Mildren, the trigger man in 
Oklahoma’s offense, flatly said, 
“No.” Sooner halfback Greg 
Pruitt, who has averaged 9.5 
yards a play, said, “We’ll win.” 
Both are impressed with the 
Black 
Shirts, 
N ebraska’s 
defensive unit, but insisted 
Oklahoma can move the ball 


against the Cornhuskers. 
“They’re better on defense 
than any team we’ve played,” 
said 
Mildren, 
generally 
regarded as the best triple 
option quarterback 
in 
the 
country. 
“However, we don’t think 
anybody can stop us.” 
Pruitt, whose rocket running 
has netted 1,423 yards, said 
bluntly: 
“1 am confident we will beat 
them because I have confidence 
in our team and myself. I think 
we proved we played our best 
under pressure. . . back there 
when 
we 
beat 
Southern 
California, Texas and Colorado 
in a row. I don’t think Nebraska 
has played a pressure game this 
year.” 
Coach Chuck Fairbanks of 
Oklahoma, 9-0, doesn’t go along 
with the theory that Nebraska, 
unbeaten in 29 straight games 
and 10-0 this season, is better on 


defense than on offense. 
“Nebraska is as fine a college 
football team as I’ve ever seen,” 
Fairbanks said. “They are a 
complete football team. They do 
so well in all phases of the game. 
“Nebraska is not the type of 
team that beats itself. To win, 
we have to play better than we 
have all year long. We have to 
play a complete game. We’re 
not going to win it on offense or 
pn defense alone.” 
“Of course,” Fairbanks said, 
“there will 
be 
adjustments. 
Nebraska probably will make 
some 
adjustm ent 
in 
their 
secondary for us. I don’t expect 
any big change. They have the 
nation’s best defense as it is.” 
“Depth in our defense has 
been a problem all season,” he 
said, then sighed and added:

A member of the Northern 
California- Nevada Winter Sports Writers Association and on the 
board of directors of the Sierra Ski Areas Association, Koeberer is 
the manager of the Lassen National Park Ski Area, east of Red 
Bluff.) 


This year in “Ski Slants” I am going to try and expand the 
scope of the column and cover personalities, different area hap­ 
penings, future events, and interesting ski topics. Since the ski 
season is just now getting under way it might be appropriate to 
examine first some of the new exciting developments on the 
California ski scene. 
Mt. Rose and Slide Mountain have joined together to make 
their lift tickets interchangeable. The consequent availability of 
more lifts and better exposures through the whole day should 
make this double complex an extremely attractive area. 
Probably the most exciting development for the Tahoe Basin is 
the opening of Heavenly Valley’s new East Peak Chairlift. Last 
month the Forest Service inspected and approved the lift; now all is 
that is needed is some more snow to give Northern California skiers 
an opportunity to ski 3,400 vertical feet to Stateline or down the 
Nevada side to the new Forest Highway when that trail is com­ 
pleted. 
Next year there will be a lower lift to provide access to the 
Forest Highway trail and altogether will offer 4,000 vertical feet — 
Heavenly Valley’s answer to Jackson Hole and at the same time 
qualifying for the Downhill competitions in the World Cup series. 
Squaw Valley’s Ski School has adopted the American technique 
of instruction in place of the French technique and taken the plunge 
and incorporated “Headway,” a Graduated Length Method of 
teaching, into their school curriculum. It now seems every major 
ski school is offering some GLM instruction in some form or the 
other. 
One of the biggest bonanzas to hit family skiing is Squaw 
Valley’s policy of free skiing for children under 12 when ac­ 
companied by a paying adult. 
Any paying parent is allowed any number of his children under 
12 to ski free. Squaw also enjoyed some major facelifting this last 
summer as far as lift facilities are concerned — skiers should 
notice the difference at Squaw this season. 
Mt. Ashland, Mt. Shasta and Lassen have all joined together in 
a promotion called “Forsake The Lake and Ski North.” In an effort 
to get more skiers thinking North they are stressing the charm of 
their southern Cascade location, the comparatively low prices they 
offer, and the ease — time and travel wise — of reaching them from 
the major population centers. 
The trio began its campaign by winning — in a tie with 
Snowmass at Aspen — the grand prize for “best booth” at the 
recent San Francisco Ski Show, upending our bigger Sierra 
brothers with the same kind of personal touches and enthusiasm we 
stress in our daily operation. 
Shasta has wide open NASTAR races and a brand new lodge to 
welcome skiers this season. They will be ready as soon as enough 
snow is on the slopes. Ashland is open already with fair cover. They 
have some great weekend entertainment programs and in the 
spring offer a joint promotion providing reduced skiing rates along 
with reduced costs at the famous Ashland Shakespearan Festival. 
Lassen — not yet open — offers some of Northern California’s 
lowest skiing rates. New this season will be a cross country 
program complete with instruction, rentals, and overnight tours in 
interesting Lassen National Park. The new program will start 
during Christmas vacation and continue through April 28. 
THINK SNOW and we’ll be seeing you whenever Old Man Snow 
decides to arrive in force.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
American pursuit of an interim 
settlement between Israel and 
Egypt may be paralyzed for the 
time being but administration 
and diplomatic sources indicate 
the concept is still the key to 
U.S. policy in the Mideast.

Their Own Mini-Tree 


What could make children 


feel more important and 
special than to decorate 
their very own mini-tree. 
And it won't shake their be- 
lief in Santa any, not if 
they're told it was he who 
dropped off the tree and 
trimmings. Nor should it 
shake your budget, for the 
tree can be of the Dime 
store variety, the orna- 
ments made of play clay . . . 
a cooked up mixture of bak- 
ing soda, corn starch and 
water. 


The time for the orna- 


ment-making is while the 
youngsters are off at school 
or taking their afternoon 
nap. The place . . . the 
kitchen where you whip up 
the clay thusly: 


Combine thoroughly in 


a saucepan 2 cups baking 
soda (1 1-pound package) 
and 1 cup corn starch. Mix 
in 
1V4 cups cold water. 


Bring to a boil over medium 
heat, stirring constantly. 
Cook a minute longer or un- 
til mixture resembles moist 
mashed potatoes. Remove 
from heat immediately 
(over-cooking makes clay 
crumbly). Transfer to a 
plate and cover with a 
damp towel. When clay is 
cool enough to handle, 
knead a little and store all 
but what you're about to 
use in a closed plastic bag. 


For your first session . . . 


it will take two . . . you'll 
need in addition to the clay, 
a rolling pin, wax paper and 
the snipped off ends of 
paper clips which serve as 


tree-hanging 
attachments. 


You'll also need cookie cut- 
ters and aspic cutters to 
stamp out the shapes. If 
you decide to come up with 
your own designs, part- 
ridges, angels, drums and 
the like, you'll need white 
paper on which to draw the 
designs and scissors with 
which to cut them out for 
patterns. 


When all is assembled, 


roll out the clay on wax 
paper to V4 inch thickness 
and cut out shapes. While 
clay is still soft, press in the 
snipped off paper clips and 
any other embellishments 
you wish to add. Now slide 
all your finished pieces onto 
a cookie sheet and hide for 
a day or until ornaments 
are bone dry. 


For your second session, 


paint your pieces using 
water colors or tempera; 
and to give them a ceramic- 
like finish and help pre- 
serve them for Christmases 
to come, dip each in a pan- 
ful of clear shellac. 


If you're foresighted 


you'll make some extras for 
the family tree, which al- 
ways seems in need of a few 
more ornaments. Custom- 
making them saves money. 
Set the extras aside. 


Save the rest for one of 


those, days when you wish 
Christmas were long past 
and the children back at 
school. The responsibility 
and fun of trimming their 
own tree for Santa will 
have marvelous results.

There’s nothing earth- 
shaking about saying that 
children learn from experi­ 
ence. Or about saying that 
toys are a significant part 
of their experience. 
But it is rare indeed to 
translate academic theory 
into toys that children will 
be eager to play with, that 
they can play with safely 
and that they can learn 
from. 
Dr. Esther P. Edwards, 
a child study expert for­ 
m erly associated with 
Tufts University, did pre­ 
cisely that. For three years, 
she and her team re­ 
searched the development 
of infants and toddlers. 
They studied mental, physi­ 
cal and emotional reactions 
to a wide variety of stimu­ 
lations. They experimented 
with color, sound and 
shapes. And much of what 
they learned contradicted 
what had been thought to be 
true or, more often, filled 
an information vacuum. 
The research team turned 
its data into dozens of toy 
designs. The cream of their 
ideas — 25 playthings for 
children from birth to age 
three — is “The Wonder of 
Growing.” 
The collection begins 
with simple visual-stimula- 
tion toys and progresses 
through playthings that in­ 
vite children to compare, 
control and manipulate — 
and thereby to develop 
muscle control, vocabulary 
and language skills.

cident that has become increasingly familiar in recent years and is 
evidence of an attitude which poses the biggest threat to 
representative government there is today. It is something that we 
must do more than cluck with dismay about if we are to remain a 
free people. 


Today those carrying out the disruptive tactics may hold ideas 


we agree with and may be protesting ideas we disagree with. But if 
we tolerate what amounts to mob rule when we agree with the 
mob's sentiments, can we forestall it when we disagree? And if we 
say "Of course it's not right to prevent free discussion by force," 
but do nothing to assure the opportunity for free discussion, then we 
are really acquiescing. 


In the Sacramento State College incident Monday night, the 


controversy was academic in nature. There was no urgency about 
it that could warrant precipitate action. Shockley is a physics 
professor at Stanford University. Back in 1968, he made a 
statement that available data indicated to him that the average of 
blacks' genetical intelligence is lower than that of whites. That 
statement is open to various interpretations, and one of which 
might be correct or incorrect. At any rate, it seems very unlikely 
that if all the blacks in the world and all the whites in the world 
could be subjected to the same tests that they would average out 
the same in all respects. It certainly is nothing for anyone to get 
excited about. Not by the remotest possibility could it reflect upon 
the ability of any particular person or group of persons. We don't, 
for instance, elect the President of the United States on the average 
intelligence of the nation from which his ancestors emigrated. 


Certainly the professor's ideas about what the statistics on 


intelligence mean pose no threat to equal rights for blacks. They 
pose no threats to blacks at all. There was no reason at all for the 
black students to bar his talking except that they did not accept the 
principles of academic freedom and freedom of speech and 
discussion. They, like the Communists and other revolutionary 
groups around the world, make the arrogant assumption that when 
they have decided what is right and what is wrong, Truth has been 
found and anything that stands in its way is to be smashed. 


That is the danger of Communism. Communism as an 


economic theory doesn't pose the big danger. It is the Marx- 
inspired conviction that power must be seized by force from a 
heartless and unrelenting enemy that poses the danger. It is not 
loss of either our economic or political system that is the big threat 
to us. It is loss of our opportunity to decide at any time in an orderly 
way what those systems will be.

Old Bulldog Takes A Bite 


Governor Tells Why 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — The old FBI 


bulldog, J. Edgar Hoover, has 
taken another bite out of us. He 
spoke at the Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts where 
former FBI agents gathered 
amid the marble and majesty 
for an evening of culture. 


In his familiar growl, Hoover 


rumbled: "(One) of my more 
virulent critics — his name 
escapes me for the moment — 
has apparently fallen off his 
merry-go-round once too often. 


"Last spring, he spent con- 


siderable time sifting through 
my garbage. . . My only reason 
for mentioning it is that I un- 
derstand he is becoming in- 
creasingly confused between the 
trash he examines and the trash 
he writes. . . 


"The publication of drivel," 


he added, "while admittedly a 
right, is not the best way of 
discharging 
the 
precious 


responsibilities of a free press. . 
. Criticism, to be valid, must be 
based on knowledge and a desire 
to correct deficiencies." 


We have been trying to correct 


a few deficiencies at the FBI for 
some time, and we have done 
our best to obtain the necessary 
knowledge. 
But 
Hoover, 


unhappily, won't let anyone at 
the FBI discuss its deficiencies. 


The old curmudgeon also 


tolerates absolutely no criticism 
of himself. Indeed, he takes 
extreme measures to keep this 
kind of knowledge from the 
public. 


FBI SECRECY 


We learned, for example, that 


Hoover has collected more than 
$250,000 in royalties from three 


books researched and ghost- 
written for him by FBI per- 
sonnel on government -time. He 
refused to discuss this with us. 
The FBI's publicity people, who 
love to tell about FBI heroics, 
also suddenly developed lock- 
jaw. 


We 
asked 
the 
Justice 


Department, which is supposed 
to have jurisdiction over the 
FBI, how the royalties were 
divided. We even threatened to 
file a lawsuit under the Freedom 
of Information Act to get the 
facts. 


Unable to get an 
official 


response from anyone, we 
published all we knew about the 
$250,000 Hoover had collected 
for other people's work. Most of 
the money, we reported, had 
been earned by Hoover's best 
seller, "Masters of Deceit." We 
also learned that Warner 
Brothers had paid Hoover some 
$50,000 for the movie rights to 
the book. 


Subsequently, the FBI leaked 


a report to National Review 
publisher William Rusher that 
Hoover had split his Masters of 
Deceit royalties five ways: One- 
fifth to Hoover, one-fifth to the 
FBI recreational fund and three- 
fifths to the FBI employes who 
did the work. 
FINANCIAL BREAKDOWN 


We have tried for weeks to 


get the exact breakdown. We 
have now learned that Hoover, 
indeed, pocketed one-fifth of the 
royalties. Another fifth went to 
his lifelong companion, Clyde 
Tolson, who did no work on the 
book at all. Another fifth went to 
Lou Nichols, a former FBI 
factotum, who helped to arrange 
for the publication. The FBI 


recreational 
fund also got a 


fifth. The final portion went to a 
middleman, whose name we 
have been given but have been 
unable to verify. 


By taking money for work 


done by FBI personnel on 
government time, Hoover has 
committed an offense that would 
bring an FBI investigation of 
any other government official. 


As Hoover himself put it in his 


speech at the Kennedy Center: 
"No man has the inherent right 
to place himself above and 
beyond the law." 


Footnote: The last time 


Hoover ripped into us, we of- 
fered to back up our stories 
before 
an 
appropriate 


congressional 
committee. We 


invited him to tell his side, and 
we would lay out the evidence 
supporting our stories. The 
loser, we suggested, should 
agree in advance to retire. The 
logical committee to hold these 
hearings would be the House 
Freedom of Information Sub- 
committee. Chairman William 
Moorhead, D-Pa., has offered to 
go ahead with them provided 
that Hoover will join us /in 
requesting hearings. It's now up 
to the FBI chief. 


NEW HORIZONS 


The federal official in charge 


of regulating land sales has 
wangled a job with one of the big 
land developers he was sup- 
posed to regulate. 


He is Alfred Lehtonen, a 41- 


year-old attorney who headed 
the Office of Interstate Land 
Sales Registration. This was 
established in 1969 to prevent 
land companies from horn- 
swoggling their customers. 


Lehtonen is now signed on 


with Horizon Corporation, an 
enterprising firm which ran up 
its land sales from $36 million to 
$58 million while he was in 
charge of regulation. 


Before Lehtonen resigned as 


land sales administrator, he 
flew to Horizon's headquarters 
in Tucson as the company's 
guest to discuss the job offer. He 
accepted a vice presidency with 
the company and resigned from 
the government at about the 
same time. 


Lehtonen's colleagues at the 


Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Department were taken by 
such 
surprise 
that 
their 


magazine Challenge featured an 
article lauding 
Lehtonen's 


regulatory work even as he 
informed them of his plans to 
join the regulated. 


HUD directives say that an 


employe "must remove himself 
from any matter in which a 
business. . . with which he is 
connected 
or seeking em- 


ployment has a financial in- 
terest." The regulations also 
declare that an employe must 
not "solicit, 
negotiate 
or 


arrange 
for 
private 
em- 


ployment" while "acting on 
behalf of HUD in a matter in 
which your prospective em- 
ployer has a financial interest." 


Lehtonen told us he had an- 


nounced his resignation from 
the government before he for- 
mally joined Horizon, thereby 
complying 
with 
HUD 


regulations. From Tucson, his 
new boss, Horizon vice president 
Russell Wilde, commented: 
"You have a very normal case 
of a capable executive being 
seduced out of government."

shows clearly the danger of

assistants to agriculture, 
he 


doesn't present convincing 
assurance we'll be better off if 
we ignore them. The answers 
are unclear.

A simple way to destroy the 


world is to starve the people who 
roam its surface. 


Reduced to simplest terms, 


starvation would be in store for 
hundreds of millions of people if 
it were not for 
increased 


agricultural yields in the United 
States and around the globe. 


A big emotional hangup with 


some people is the use of 
pesticides. A pollution initiative 
is qualified for next June's 
California ballot, which among 
other things, would ban the use 
of so-called hard pesticides. The 
predictable result of this shallow 
thinking process which has 
caught up many totally fine 
people was well summarized 
recently by Dr. Norman E. 
Borlaug, a U. S. agronomist who 
is director of an international 
wheat-research and production 
program in Mexico City. 


Dr. Borlaug won the Nobel 


Peace Prize in 1970 for his work 
in development of high-yielding 
wheat strains. 
His recent 


testimony in Washington, D. C. 
before 
the Environmental 


Bus/ness Mirror 


Protection Agency, sets the 
issues with startling clarity. 


Among Dr. Borlar.g's com- 


ments are the following: 


"Environmentalists today 


seek a simple solution to very 
complex 
problems. 
The 


pollution of the environment is 
the result of every human ac- 
tivity as well as the whims of 
nature. It is a tragic error to 
believe 
that 
agricultural 


chemicals are a prime factor in 
the deterioration 
of our en- 


vironment. 


"DDT, because it is a name 


popularly 
known to 
most 


segments of the public, has been 
the first target. Once that is 
accomplished, the so-called 
ecologists 
will 
work 
on 


hydrocarbons, 
then organo- 


phosphates, carbamates, weed 
killers and, perhaps, even 
fertilizers will come under the 
assault of their barrage of 
misinformation. 


"If this happens — and I 


predict it will if most DDT uses 
are canceled — I have wasted 
my life's work. I have dedicated 
myself to finding better methods 
of feeding the world's starving 
populations. Without DDT and 
other important agricultural 
chemicals, our goals are simply 
unattainable — and starvation 
and world chaos will result." 


"Science without common 


sense is worthless 
and en- 


vironmentalists are not using 
common sense. . . " 


"The 
argument 
that 


pesticides are upsetting the 
balance of nature is utter 
nonsense." 
"... environmentalists' . . . 


views have been so shortsighted 
that they haven't bothered to 
examine some key facts: 


"1. To produce food for our- 


selves and other nations, we 
required 290 million acres of 


farmland last year. 


"2. To get the same yield while 


relying on the technology we 
used 30 years ago — when most 
of today's pesticides and fer- 
tilizers were non-existent — we 
would have required nearly 600 
million acres, or twice the 
amount used last year. 


"3. This would have resulted 


in a huge loss of forest and grass 
lands which not only would have

Good, But Not All Good 


Surcharge Pressure

There's a motion picture 


making the rounds of California 
theatres at the moment which if 
given perspective should give 
pause to those conservationists 
who consider themselves in- 
tellectually honest in their 
concern for the environment. 


The film titled "Bless the 


Beasts and the Children," about 
modern day buffalo shooting — 
shooting not hunting — was 
made by Hollywood luminary 
Stanley Kramer. Kramer, one 
noted western outdoor writer 
commented recently, has ex- 
cellent credentials for motion 
picture production but "in the 
field of wildlife production, 
protection and conservation he 
has demonstrated 
amazing 


ignorance." 


This, to make a long story 


short, because Kramer, in 
plugging his film, has launched 
an anti-hunting tirade before 
national audiences on the late 
evening TV talk shows, and like 
so many other propagandists 
just doesn't have his facts 
straight. 


The point here isn't to join the 


debate with Kramer because no 
doubt he'll find a new crusade as 
soon as he produces a new film, 
but rather to suggest that en- 
vironmentalists take note of a 
wedge being driven between the 
hunting fraternity and their 
nonhunting fellow campaigners 
in the conservation effort. 


A documented warning of this 


divisive tactic was voiced 
recently by Dr. Joe Linduska, a 


nationally recognized wildlife 
management authority now 
serving as associate director of 
the U. S. Bureau of Sports 
Fisheries and Wildlife. 


Nothing the nation's binge of 


environmental 
awareness, 


Linduska called it a good move, 
long overdue — but not all good. 


"One very apparent symptom 


of our environmental spree is 
that people are overreacting," 
he said. 


"For 
example, 
a 
total 


protectionist 
element 
is 


emerging . . . and this strong 
antipathy to killing in any form 
has become pervasive. Sport 
hunting, fur harvests and other 
sound 
use 
of 
replaceable 


resources are identified with 
exploitation and depletion. And 
this they project to mean en- 
vironmental impoverishment." 


Linduska 
cited 
modern 


w i l d l i f e 
m a n a g e m e n t 


techniques, the use of sport- 
smen's dollars to manage non- 
game species of wildlife and a 
host of other elements of what he 
called "total environmental 
management." 


Environmental protection is a 


noble and deadly serious cause: 
it's one deserving of sincere 
dedication. But let's be realistic. 
The sportsman —perhaps above 
all others — has long embraced 
this ethic. 


"Let not "protection' and 


'conservation' have meanings 
which collide. The concept of 
total 
environment 
ac- 


commodates both views — if 
each is understood."

If 
nations wanted the surcharge 
removed, they should permit 


rates to change. 


The change sought by the 


United States was an upward 
valuation, a revaluation, of the 
currency values of its trading 
partners. This move, although 
seemingly a paradox, would 
enlarge the relative power of the 
dollar. 


Here is the record since Aug. 


13 of changes in exchange rates 
among major currencies: 


United States, down 3 per 


cent, Canada, down 0.2, Japan, 
up 7.5, Australia, down 0.3, 
United Kingdom, up 1.1, Swit- 
zerland, down 0.2, Germany, 
down 0.8, France, down 2.8, 
Italy, down 0.4, Belgium, up 5.1, 
Norway, up 0.8. 


Despite its problems, the U.S. 


economy is still the strongest, 
and almost every other nation 
depends on it to one degree or 
another. It must be with mixed 
feelings, therefore, that they 
challenge the U.S. effort to force 
a 
big 
change 
in relative 


currency values. 


That, however, is the course 


some of them seem to be taking.

The Curved Back 


Can ^poor posture

"scoliosis"?

Dear Mrs. S.: 


Scoliosis simply means a cur- 


vature of the spinal column. 


Poor posture is not respon- 


sible for scoliosis. More likely 
the cause was a birth defect 
that later produced poor 
posture. 


An associated condition 


called "kyphosis," or a ten- 
dency toward rounded should- 
ers, may be caused by poor 
posture. 


"Lordosis," or sway-back, is 


another anatomical variation 
from the normally straight 
spinal column. 


All these conditions vary in 


degree and severity. They call 
for extensive X-ray and clinical 
examination by an orthopedist, 
or bone specialist, to reach a 
decision about proper treat- 
ment. 


Corrective exercises, casts, 


and surgery as well as the ideal 
time for any of these treat- 
ments depend, of course, on the 
exact diagnosis and the judg- 
ment of the surgeon.

Since the discovery of anti- 
biotics, the extreme danger as- 


sociated 
with it has been 


diminished. 


The exact bacteria respon- 
sible for blood poisoning are 
cultured from the bloodstream, 
and then are bombarded by 
massive doses of a specific an- 
tibiotic known to be destruc- 
tive to them. 


The fact that you once have 


had septicemia does not mean 
that you have an unusual sus- 
ceptibility to it. 


People are urged to respect 


all open cuts and abrasions to 
prevent the possibility of germs 
entering the bloodstream. 


All breaks in the skin should 


be thoroughly cleaned with 
soap and water, followed with 
a mild antiseptic, and kept 
covered.

A member of the Northern 
California- Nevada Winter Sports Writers Association and on the 
board of directors of the Sierra Ski Areas Association, Koeberer is 
the manager of the Lassen National Park Ski Area, east of Red 
Bluff.) 


This year in "Ski Slants" I am going to try and expand the 


scope of the column and cover personalities, different area hap- 
penings, future events, and interesting ski topics. Since the ski 
season is just now getting under way it might be appropriate to 
examine first some of the new exciting developments on the 
California ski scene. 


Mt. Rose and Slide Mountain have joined together to make 


their lift tickets interchangeable. The consequent availability of 
more lifts and better exposures through the whole day should 
make this double complex an extremely attractive area. 


Probably the most exciting development for the Tahoe Basin is 


the opening of Heavenly Valley's new East Peak Chairlift. Last 
month the Forest Service inspected and approved the lift; now all is 
that is needed is some more snow to give Northern California skiers 
an opportunity to ski 3,400 vertical feet to Stateline or down the 
Nevada side to the new Forest Highway when that trail is com- 
pleted. 


Next year there will be a lower lift to provide access to the 


Forest Highway trail and altogether will offer 4,000 vertical feet — 
Heavenly Valley's answer to Jackson Hole and at the same time 
qualifying for the Downhill competitions in the World Cup series. 


Squaw Valley's Ski School has adopted the American technique 


of instruction in place of the French technique and taken the plunge 
and incorporated "Headway," a Graduated Length Method of 
teaching, into their school curriculum. It now seems every major 
ski school is offering some GLM instruction in some form or the 
other. 


One of the biggest bonanzas to hit family skiing is Squaw 


Valley's policy of free skiing for children under 12 when ac- 
companied by a paying adult. 


Any paying parent is allowed any number of his children under 


12 to ski free. Squaw also enjoyed some major facelifting this last 
summer as far as lift facilities are concerned — skiers should 
notice the difference at Squaw this season. 


Mt. Ashland, Mt. Shasta and Lassen have all joined together in 


a promotion called "Forsake The Lake and Ski North." In an effort 
to get more skiers thinking North they are stressing the charm of 
their southern Cascade location, the comparatively low prices they 
offer, and the ease — time and travel wise — of reaching them from 
the major population centers. 


The trio began its campaign by winning — in a tie with 


Snowmass at Aspen — the grand prize for "best booth" at the 
recent San Francisco Ski Show, upending our bigger Sierra 
brothers with the same kind of personal touches and enthusiasm we 
stress in our daily operation. 


Shasta has wide open NASTAR races and a brand new lodge to 


welcome skiers this season. They will be ready as soon as enough 
snow is on the slopes. Ashland is open already with fair cover. They 
have some great weekend entertainment programs and in the 
spring offer a joint promotion providing reduced skiing rates along 
with reduced costs at the famous Ashland Shakespearan Festival. 


Lassen — not yet open — offers some of Northern California's 


lowest skiing rates. New this season will be a cross country 
program complete with instruction, rentals, and overnight tours in 
interesting Lassen National Park. The new program will start 
during Christmas vacation and continue through April 28.

There's nothing earth- 


shaking about saying that 
children learn from experi- 
ence.

translate academic theory 
into toys that children will 
be eager to play with, that 
they can play with safely 
and that they can learn 
from. 


Dr. Esther P. Edwards, 


a child study expert for- 
merly associated with 
Tufts University, did pre- 
cisely that. For three years, 
she and her team re- 
searched the development 
of infants and toddlers. 
They studied mental, physi- 
cal and emotional reactions 
to a wide variety of stimu- 
lations. They experimented 
with color, sound and 
shapes. And much of what 
they learned contradicted 
what had been thought to be 
true or, more often, filled 
an information vacuum 


The research team turned 


its data into dozens of toy 
designs. The cream of their 
ideas —- 25 playthings for 
children from birth to age 
three — is "The Wonder of 
Growing." 


The collection begins 


with simple visual-stimula- 
tion toys and progresses 
through playthings that in- 
vite children to compare, 
control and manipulate — 
and thereby to develop 
muscle control, vocabulary 
and language skills Many 
intermediate items help lay 
the foundation for science 
education and present books 
as friends The most ad- 
vanced plaything in rhe col- 
lection eases children into

mas this year. 
America is in the throes 
of the biggest bike boom in 
its history, and industry 
leaders are predicting a 
record 8 million plus bikes 
will be sold by year’s end. 
If past marketing experi­ 
ence holds true, the pre- 
C hristm as buying season 
will be the biggest bike- 
buying time of the year, 
and this year it should be 
the biggest ever. 
Americans of all ages are 
finding new values in the 
tw o-w heeler, 
and m any 
thousands of not-so-young- 
sters are re-d isco v erin g 
good things about bikes that 
they once knew and may 
have forgotten. 
Of primary importance to 
the youngster of course — 
and he still represents over 
75% of the American bi­ 
cycle market — is that rid­ 
ing a bike is fun. It gets 
him where he wants to go 
on his own term s and under 
his own steam, setting him 
free from the sometime 
availability of Mom as the 
family chauffeur.

All American 
manufacturers are now sell­ 
ing both children’s bikes 
and adult bikes; high-risers, 
m i ddl e w e i g h ts, 
l i g ht ­ 
wei ghts, ta nde ms, uni ­ 
cycles and adult-type tri­ 
cycles for the senior citi­ 
zen set. And while the in­ 
creased demand for bikes in 
recent 
months 
has 
put 
something of a strain on the 
supply, nobody who wants a 
bike for Christmas should 
have to go without one. The 
best advice might be to or­ 
der early to avoid crest­ 
fallen faces on Christmas 
morning.

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The Children Decorate 
Their Own Mini-Tree 


What could make children 
feel more important and 
special than to decorate 
their very own mini-tree. 
And it won’t shake their be­ 
lief in Santa any, not if 
they’re told it was he who 
dropped off the tree and 
trimmings. Nor should it 
shake your budget, for the 
tree can be of the Dime 
store 
variety, 
the orna­ 
ments made of play clay . . . 
a cooked up m ixture of bak­ 
ing soda, corn starch and 
water. 
The tim e for the orna­ 
ment-making is while the 
youngsters are off at school 
or taking their afternoon 
nap. The place . . . the 
kitchen where you whip up 
the clay thusly: 
Combine 
thoroughly 
in 
a saucepan 2 cups baking 
soda (1 1-pound package) 
and 1 cup corn starch. Mix 
in I 1/* cups cold water. 
Bring to a boil over medium 
heat, 
stirring constantly. 
Cook a minute longer or un­ 
til mixture resembles moist 
mashed potatoes. Remove 
from h eat im m ediately 
(over-cooking makes clay 
crumbly). Transfer to a 
plate and cover with a 
damp towel. When clay is 
cool enough to handle, 
knead a little and store all 
but what you’re about to 
use in a closed plastic bag. 
For your first session . . . 
it will take two . . . you'll 
need in addition to the clay, 
a rolling pin, wax paper and 
the snipped off ends of 
paper clips which serve as 


tree-hanging attachm ents. 
You’ll also need cookie cut­ 
ters and aspic cutters to 
stamp out the shapes. If 
you decide to come up with 
your own designs, p a rt­ 
ridges. angels, drums and 
the like, you’ll need white 
paper on which to draw the 
designs and scissors with 
which to cut them out for 
patterns. 
When all is assembled, 
roll out the clay on wax 
paper to Va inch thickness 
and cut out shapes. While 
clay is still soft, press in the 
snipped off paper clips and 
any other embellishments 
you wish to add. Now slide 
all your finished pieces onto 
a cookie sheet and hide for 
a day or until ornaments 
are bone dry. 


For your second session, 
paint your 
pieces 
using 
water colors or tem pera; 
and to give them a ceramic- 
like finish and help pre­ 
serve them for Christmases 
to come, dip each in a pan­ 
ful of clear shellac. 
If you’re 
foresighted 
you’ll make some extras for 
the family tree, which al­ 
ways seems in need of a few 
more ornam ents. Custom- 
making them saves money. 
Set the extras aside. 
Save the rest for one of 
those days when you wish 
Christmas were long past 
and the children back at 
school. The responsibility 
and fun of trimming their 
own tree for Santa will 
have marvelous results. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY OF HELPING SANTA by trimming their very own tree makes children feel very im­ 
portant. very special and serves as a reminder to be very, very good. Supplies needed for such a project: 
a Dime store tree, and ornaments you make yourself ahead of time from play clay which is cooked up out 
of baking soda and corn starch and water.
